and p;ofites fo; one pere therof,o2 befoꝛe dewe agrement made fo the ſame, 
in maner and fourme as is aboue reherſed. 
¶ And be it further enacted by auctozitie afozeſayd, that the fyꝛſt fruites 
of benefices heretokoze accuſtomed to be papde to the byſſhop of Nozwiche 
within his dioces and to the archedeacon of Richemunde within his arche⸗ 
deanrte oz to any other perſone oz perſones within this realme oꝛ any _ 
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the kinges dominions, ſhall from the ſaid firſt day of January ceſſc and be 
extinct, and no lenger be payde,but onely to the kynges highnes, his heires 
and ſucceſſours, in ſuche fourme,as is aboue mencioned in this acte. 

Cy RO Vl D Eb alwayes that archebyſſhops and byſſhops, and all other 
hauyng iuris diction oꝛdinatie, may gyue and delpuer letters of inſtitution 
and induction, as they myght do betoze the makynge of this acte, without 
any offence of any artycle conteyned in this acte: any thynge in this acte 
conteyned to the contrary therof not withſtandynge. 

¶ Pꝛouided allo, that where there be dyuers celles appertaynynge to mo- 
naſteries and patozes,and that the pꝛiours of ſuche celles be named and re⸗ 
mouable from tyme to tyme at the only willes # pleaſures of their maiſters 
# loueraynes of the monaſteries # pzioztes, whervnto ſuche celles belonge, 
that the pꝛiouts of luche celles ſhall not be cõpelled to paye any firſt fruites 
by vertue 02 auctozitie of this acte: any thynge in this acte conteyned to the 
contrary therof not withſtandynge:but that the firſt fruites and pꝛokites of 
euery ſuche cell ſhal be payd to the kinges highnes his heires a ſucceſſours, 
whan ſo euer # as of ten as any perſon ſhall be nominated elected pzefected 
oz collated to the monalterte oz pꝛioʒie, whervnto ſuche celles belongen. 

¶ And ouer this be it enacted by auctozitie afoꝛeſayd, that the kynges ma⸗ 
teſtte, his heires and ſucceſſours kynges of this realme, foz moze augmen⸗ 
tation and mayntenaunce of the royall eſtate of his timperyall crowne and 
dignitie of ſupꝛeme heed of the churche of Englande, ſhall yerely haue take 
and enioye and receyue vnited and knytte to his imperiall crowne fo2 euer, 
one ycrely tent oꝛ penſion, amountynge to the value of the tenthe parte of 
all the reuenues,rentes,fermes,tythes,offerynges,cmolumentes,and of all 
other p:ofites, as well called ſpirituall as tempozall, nowe apperteynynge 
oʒ belongynge, oz that hereafter ſhall belonge to any archebiſſhopꝛiche, bil⸗ 
ſhop:che,abbacye,monaſterie,pziozie, archedeaconrie.deaconrie.hoſpitall, 
college, houle collegiate, pzebende, cathedzall churche, collegiate churche, 
conuentuall churche, perlonage, vicarage, chauntrie, free chapell, o2 othet 
benefice 02 pꝛomotion ſpitituall, of what name, nature, oz qualitie ſo euer 
they be, within any dioces of this realme oz in wales, the lapd penſion oz 
aniuell rent, to be yerely payde foz euet to our ſayd ſouerayne lozde, to his 
heires and ſucceſſouts kynges of this realme, at the feaſt of the Matiuitie 
of our lozde god, and the fyꝛſt payment therof to begyn at the feaſt of the 
Natiuitie of our lozde god, whiche ſhall be in the yere of our lozde god 
M. D. Xx X X v. And to be payde yerely by ſuche as ſhal be appoynted to haue 
the collection therof by this acte,in ſuche maner a fourme as ſhall hereafter 
be lymitted by this acte,befoze the fyꝛſt day of Apꝛyl yerelp nexte folowynge 
after the ſayd feaſt of the Natiuitie of our loꝛde. 

¶ Ind it is oꝛdeyned and enacted by auctoaitie afoꝛeſayd, that the ſayd 
perelp rent and penſion ſhall be tared rated leuyed perceyued and payed to 
the kynges vſe his heires and fucceſſours, in maner and fourme hereafter 
to be declared by this acte. That is to ſaye, that the Chauncellour of _ 
ande 
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lande fo the tyme beinge, ſhall haue power and auctozitie to ditecte in to 
euery dioces in this realme and in wales, ſeuerall cõmiſſions in the kynges

rynges emolumentes, and all other pꝛofites, as well ſpiritual as tempozall, 
appertaynynge oz belongynge to any archebyſhopziche byſhopꝛiche abba⸗ 
cie monaſterie pztozie archedeconrie deanrie hoſpitall college houſe colle⸗ 
giate pzebende cathedꝛall churche collegiate churche conuentuall churche, 
perſonage, vicarage,chauntrie,free chapell, oz to auy other benefice oꝛ pꝛo⸗

cious free and generall pardone, to all and ſyngular his ſub⸗ 
lectes, 
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iectes, by the which his mageſtie hath remitted and releaſed innumerable 
and ineſtimable ſubſtaunce and p:ofytes, whiche he mought haue lautully 
take and had by the lawes and cuſtomes of this his realme, truſtinge by his 
often remiſſion pardone and mercy, miniſtred to his ſubiectes, to allure of- 
fenders from vice to vertue, and that they wold put they: diligent deuoires 
to amende and refourme their abuſes, yet neuertheles his louing and obe-

And fo2 that his ſayde free pardone 
and temiſſiõ to be had taken and enioyed to and by them and euery of them 
by vertue of this pꝛeſente acte, his grace is fullye and reſolutely contented 
and pleaſed, that it be enacted by auctozitie of this pꝛeſente pariyament, in 
maner and fourme folowpnge : That is to laye: that all and euery of his 
ſayde ſubiectes, as well ſpirituall as tempoꝛall of this his tealme of Eng- 
land, Wales, the laid Yles of Jerneſey, and Garneſey, Berwik, # Calets, 
and the marches of the ſame, the heires ſucceſſours executours and admp⸗ 
nyſtratours of them x of euery of them, and all and ſynguler bodies in any 
maner of wyſe coꝛpoꝛate. cities, boꝛoughes, ſhires, riddinges, huͤdredis, la⸗ 
thes, rapes, wapentakes, townes, villages. and tithinges, and of euery of 
them, and the lucceſſour and ſucceſſours of euery of them, ſhalbe by aucto⸗ 
ritie of this pꝛeſent parlyament acquited, pardoned, releaſed, and diſchar⸗ 
ged ayenſt the kynges hyghnes, his heires and ſucceſſours and erecutours 
and cuery of theym, of all maner felonies offences contemptes treſpaſſes, 
w2onges deceiptes myſdemeanours fozfaytures penalities and p2ofyttes, 
toinmes of money, peynes of deathe, peynes co2pozall and pecuntary, and 
generally of al other thynges, cauſes, quarels, ſuites, tudgementes, x exe⸗ 
cutions 
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cutions in this pꝛeſent acte hereafter not excepted noz foꝛpꝛiſed whiche may 
be 02 can be by his highnes in any wyſe oꝛ by any meane pardoned, befoze 
and vnto the. ui. daye of the moneth of Nouember, in the. xx vi. yere of his 
moſte noble raygne, to euery 02 any of his ſayd ſubiectes bodies cozpozate, 
Cities, bozoughes, Shires, Kiddinges, Yldredes, Lathes, rapes, wapen- 
takes, Townes, villages, and tithinges,o2 to any of them. 

¶ And alſo the kynges highnes is contented, that it be enacted by auctozite 
of this pꝛeſent parlyament, that his ſapd free pardon ſhalbe as good x effe⸗ 
ctual in the lawe to euery of his ſaid ſubiectes, bodies coꝛpoꝛate, and others 
befoze reherſed, a to eucry of them by the ſayd general wozdes befoꝛe teher⸗ 
ſed, in and ageinſt al thinges, which be not hereafter in this pzeſent acte er- 
cepted, as the ſame pardon ſhulde haue ben, if al offences, contemptes foꝛ- 
faytures,cauſes,matters,ſuytes,quarels,iudgementes,crecutions, penalt- 
ties, and al other thinges not hereafter excepted, had ben particularly, ſyn- 
gularly, ſpecially, and plainely named reherſed aud ſpecified, and alſo par- 
doned by pꝛoper # expꝛeſſe woꝛdes # names in they: kindes natures à qua - 
lities, by woꝛdes and termes ther vnto requiſite, to haue ben put expꝛeſſed 
in this pꝛeſent act of free pardone: Ind that his ſavde ſubiectes noꝛ any of 
them. no: the heyzes executours oꝛ adminiſtratours of any of them no2 any 
of the ſayde bodies cozpozate ⁊ others befoze named, oz any of them, be noz 
ſhall be ſued vered oz inquicted, in they; bodies goodes landes oꝛ cattalles 
foʒ any maner matter, cauſe, contempte, miſdemenour, fozfayture, treſpas, 
offcce, oz any other thing ſufired done 02 commytted befoꝛe the ſaide thirde 
day of Nouember, ageinſt his hyghnes, his crowne, dignitie, pzcrogatife, 
lawe o: ſtatutes : but onely fo2 ſuche matters, cauſes # offcces, as be plain⸗ 
ly rcherled in the erceptions in this pꝛeſent act hereafter mencioned and foꝛ 
none other: any ſtatute oꝛ ſtatutes, lawes, cuſtomes, vſe, oꝛ pꝛeſidẽt heteto⸗ 
fo:e had made oz vſed to the contrary in any wyſe not withſtandynge. 

¶ Ilſo the kynges hyghnes of his bounteous lyberalitie, by auctozitte of 
this pzeſent paritament graunteth and freely gyuethe to euery of his ſayde 
ſubiectes, and to euery of the ſayde bodies cozpozate. and others befoꝛe re- 
herſed, and to euery of them, all ſuche goodes, cattals, dettes, fines, iſſues, 
p:ofites, amerceamentes, fozfaytures, and ſommes of monepe, by any of 
them fozfayted : whiche to his highnes do oꝛ ſhulde belonge 02 appertayne 
by reaſon of any offence contempte treſpace myſdemeancur matter cauſe oz 
quarell, ſuffred done 02 committed by them oz any of them, befoze the ſayde 
thyꝛde daye of Nouember, whiche be not hereafter playnely foꝛpꝛyſed and 
ercepted in this pꝛeſent acte. Ind that all and euerye the kynges ſayde ſub- 
tectes, and all and ſpnguler bodyes cozpozate, and others befoze reherſed, 
map by him oz them lelfe,o2 his oꝛ their depute oꝛ deputies, oꝛ by his oz theit 
atturney 02 atturneyes, acco:dynge to the lawes of this realme.pleade and 
myniſter this pꝛeſent act of free pardon foꝛ his oꝛ they: dyſcharge of and foz 
euery thynge, that is by vertue of this pꝛeſente acte pardoned, diſcharged, 
gyten, oꝛ graunted, without any fee oz other thynge in any wyſe payenge 
to aup 
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to any perſon oz perſons fo2 wꝛitinge 02 entree of any ſuche pleadyng of the 
ſayde pardone, oz foz entree of the iudgemente, oz other cauſe concernynge 
ſuche plee, wzitynge, oz entree, but onely. rit. d. to be payed to the officer oꝛ 
clerke that ſhal entre the plee matter oꝛ iudgement koꝛ the parties diſcharge 
in that behalte, any ſtatute oz vſe to the contrary not withitandinge, 

¶ And ferthermoze the kynges hyghnes is contented and plealed, that it 
be enacted by auctoztie of this pꝛeſent parlyament, that his ſayde free par- 
don by the general woꝛdes befozercherled, ſhal be reputed demed and iud⸗ 
ged, allowed and taken in all maner courtes of his lawes,and elles where 
as well in the woꝛdes and clauſes of the exceptions and foꝛpꝛiſes ſpecified 
in this pzelent act, as in all and ſyngular other clauſes woꝛdes and ſenten⸗ 
ces, mencioned and reherſed in the layde free pardon, moſt beneficially and 
auaplabl to all and ſinguler his ſayde ſubiectes, bodies coꝛpoꝛate, and o- 
thers befoze reherſed, and to euery ok them and moſt ſtrongely in barre and 
diſcharge ageynſte his highnes, his heires, ſucceſſours, and erecutours in 
euery thynge, without any obſtacle, ambiguitie, chalenge, oz other delaye 
what ſo euer it ſhalbe, to be made, pleaded, obiected, oꝛ alleged by the king 
our ſoueraygne lozde, his heires, ſucceſſours, 02 crecutours, 02 by his oz 
any of their generall atturney o2 atturneys, oꝛ by any other perſõ o2 perſons 
fo: his highnes, oꝛ any of his heires, ſucceſſours, 02 executours. 

¶ Ind ferthermoze it is enacted by the kynge oute ſoueraygne loꝛde, and 
by auctozitie of this pꝛeſent parliament, that if any officer oz clerke of any 
of his hyghe courtes, commenly called the kynges benche, Chauncerie and 
commen place, 02 of his eſcheker, o2 any other officer o2 clerke of any other 
of his courtes within this realme, at any tyme after the feaſte of Epipha⸗ 
nie ot our [ozde god nerte comynge, make out oꝛ wꝛite out any maner wait- 
tes oʒ other p2oces, oꝛ any extreates ſommons oz other pꝛeceptes, wherby 
any of the ſayd ſubiectes, oz any of the ſayd bodies co2pozate, o2 others be- 
fozereherſed, oꝛ any of them, ſhalbe in any wyſe arreſted, attached, diſtret- 
ned, ſommoned, oz other wile vexed inquuiete” 02 greued in his oꝛ theyꝛ bo- 
dies, landes, tenementes, goodes, oz cattalles, oz in any of them, koz oxbyz 
cauſe of any maner of thynge pardoned o2 dyſcharged by vertue of this acte 
of free pardon, he ſo offendinge, and therof laufully condempned, ſhal yeld 
and pay fo: recompence therof to the partie ſo greued oz offended, treble da- 
mages (accompted as parcell of theſe damages al coſtes of the luite) Ind 
neuer the les al and ſinguler ſuche wꝛittes pꝛoces, extreates, and pzeceptes 
ſo to be made foꝛ 02 bpon any maner thyng pardoned oꝛ diſcharged by this 
pꝛeſent acte of free pardone, ſhall be vtterly voyde and of none effecte. 
EXCEPTED alway, & foꝛpziſed out of the ſayd free pardon al maner 
of hyghe treaſons, and myſpaſions of highe treaſons, and all ſuites puni- 
ſhementes fo:faytures and penalities fo: 02 by reaſon oz occaſion of any of 
them, all pꝛepenſed and voluntary murders, al robberyes of churches, and 
robberies done bpon mens parſons, all other felonies and robberies by the 


cõmon lawe, of felonoys takynge of any money goodes oz cattalles _ 
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the ſomme oz value of. rx. s. all felonous burnynge of houſes, all rauyſhe⸗ 
mentes of women, and all and ſyngular acceſſaries to any the ſayd mur- 
ders, 02 murderers, felonpes, robberies, bzenninges, oz rauiſhementes,fe- 
lons, robbers, bzenners, and rauyſhers, al outlaries ofhyghe treaſons,and 
of meſpziſions of highe treaſons, and all maner of felonyes, other than fe: 
lonyes of the ſomme 02 value of twenty ſhillinges, oz vnder the ſame ſome: 
and that all other outlaries had oꝛ pzomulged vpon o2 ageynſte any perſon 
oz perſones foz any cauſe, not beinge treaſon, miſpꝛiſion of hyghe treaſons, 
murder, oz felony aboue the ſayde lomme of twenty ſhyllynges, be and ſhall 
be pardoned by the generall woꝛdes of this pꝛeſent acte of free pardone be 
foe wiitten: ſo alwayes that the ſame perſones andeuery of them, ſtand to 
right to aunſwere oz ſatiſtie the partie, at whoſe ſuite he is outlawed, accoz- 
dynge to the lawes of this realme. 

C Allo ercepted and foꝛpꝛiſed out of the ſayd free pardone al and ſinguler 
conuictions ⁊ atteyndours of any perſon and perſons, nowe beynge oꝛ re- 
maynyng in any conuicte pꝛiſon, oz in the cuſtody of any biſhop abbot 02 o- 
ther ſpiritual perſon, oꝛ 02dinary, ⁊ euery of the ſame perſons ſo atteinted oʒ 
conuicted. And alſo al multipliers # nigromancers,multiplicacios a nigros 
mancies,and al ſuites impeticions pzoceſſes and puniſhmentes foꝛ 02 vpon 
the lame oz any of them: And al titles, and actions of Quare impedit, c all 
rauiſhementes ofthe kinges wardes, al waſtes of the kynges woodes, and 
his fozeſtes parkes oꝛ chaſes, al conceylinentes of cuſtomes and ſubſidies. 
¶ And alſo excepted and fozpulſed out of this pardon al incloſures and de- 
cayes of houſes of huſbandry, made, done, committed, 02 permitted contra⸗ 
ry to the fozme oz effecte of any ſtatute oz ſtatutes heretofoze made, and alſo 
al iſſues pzofites amerciamentes fines and other penalities, whiche hereafs 
ter ſhal growe oꝛ be fozfayted foʒ any ſuche incloſures o2 decayes:and al in- 
truſtons had made o2 done into any maners londes tenementes oz other hes 
reditamentes, ſythen the feaſte of ſaynte Mychael the Irchangell, whiche 
was inthe. rxv. yere of the kynges moſt noble reygne: And al and ſinguler 
dettes, other then dettes grower vpon reconiſaunces, being of the ſome of 
fyftie poundes 02 vnder and not aboue that ſomme, and beinge al redy foz- 
fayted fo ſurety of the peace, oz foꝛ apparance at any day oz place. 

¶ And excepted and fozpziſed out of this pardon all accomptes, and al ac- 
tions ſuites and impetictons fo: the ſame accomptes, and arrerages of ac- 
comptes, and fo? the ſaid dettes 02 any of them hereby ercepted oz koꝛpꝛiſed: 
al homages and relifes not done 02 not payd:all wilfull eſcapes as well of 
conuictes as other paſoners : and all dettes, whiche were due to the moſte 
noble kynge of famous memozy kynge Henry the. vii. oz to any perſone 03 
perſons, to his vſe, by any condempnation, recogniſaunce, obligation, oz 
other wiſe: al and ſinguler thoſe foꝛfaytures beinge due to our ſouetaigne 
loꝛde kynge Henry the. viit. by any penall ſtatute o2 ſtatutes, which be con- 
uerted in tothenature of dette by — oꝛ by agrement of the offen- 


dours, befoze the ſapde thyꝛde day of Nouember:x al fozfaytures and other 
penalities 
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penalties and p:ofittes growen oꝛ due by reaſon of any offence 02 acte com⸗ 
mitted 02 done contrary to any ſtatute oz ſtatutes, o2 contrary to the comon 
lawe, wherof any ſeiſure is made, 02 any infomation 1s gyuen in the kyn⸗ 
ges eſcheker, oꝛ any ſuite there conimenled, befoze the ſaid third day of No- 
uember, oꝛ wherof the kynges highnes by his byl ſigned oz other wile, here 
tofoze hath made any gyfte 02 aſſignement to any of his ſeruauntes. 

C and allo excepted al iſſues foꝛfayted, fines,amercyamentes,affered,tar- 
ed, ſette, extreated, 02 iudged ſeuerally, oꝛ particularly, extendynge to the 
ſome of a. C. s. 02 aboue that ſome, and that al and ſinguler other fines as 
well fynes pro licencia concordandi, as other, and all other iſſues and amercia- 
mentes, as well reall as other, whiche ſeuerally o2 particularly extende not 
to the ſayde ſome of a hundred ſhillinges, whether they be totted 02 not tot- 
ted, taken to the charge of the ſhy:efte oꝛ not taken to his charge, ertreated 
02 not extreated: whether they be tourned in to 02 not in to det, and not be⸗ 
inge leuied noꝛ receyned by any ſhireffe oꝛ ſhy:effes, bayliffe, myniſters, oz 
other officers, ſhall be fully clerely and playnly pardoned and dyſcharged 
ageinſt the kynge our ſoueraygne loꝛd, his heires and ſucceſſours fo2 euer 
by this pꝛeſeut acte of free pardon. 

¶ And it is further enacted by the auctozttie afoꝛeſaid, that in caſe it be ob- 
tected to 02 ayenſt any ſhireffe oꝛ ſhireſfes, oꝛ other accomptantes in the kin⸗ 
ges courte of Excheker, oꝛ in any other his courtes, that any ſhyꝛeffe oz ſhi- 
reſtes, o2 other officers accomptante,hath receyued o2 taken any ſuch fines, 
illues, oz amerciamentes, by this pꝛeſent acte pardoned and acquited, that 
then euery ſuche ſhireffe and ſhy:effes and other accomptanres, ſhalbe dil⸗ 
charged releaſed pardoned and acquyted therof by his oz their othe, with⸗ 
out any ferther triall in that behalfe. 

CP2ouded alway, that this pꝛeſent act of fre pardon, nozany thing ther- 
in conteyned, in any wile extende to dicharge remit oz acquyte any perſonne 
oz perſones, foz any ſuche iſſues, fines, and amerciamentes of one hundzeth 
ſhillinges oz vnder as any ſhireffe heretofoze hath accompted befoze the ba⸗ 
rons of the kynges Excheker oz els where, and payde the ſame iſſues fynes 
and amerciamentes vppon his oz they: ſayde accompte, determpned to the 
kynges vſe, and haue his oz theyz Quietus eſt, foz the ſame, 
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
